PRINCETOWN, Eng., Jan. 
25.—Bleak Dartmoor prison, 
where 
England 
sends 
her 
most 
dangerous 
criminals, 
was wrecked today as a result 
of the most serious penal riot 
in the country’s modem his­ 
tory. 
Eighty-five persons, includ­ 
ing 
several 
guards, 
were 
wounded in a battle which 
last for nearly twelve hours 
Sunday. 
The outbreak came 
as a climax to weeks of un­ 
rest, the immediate cause be­ 
ing the convicts’ dissatisfac­ 
tion with their morning por­ 
ridge. 
Despite the seriousness of the 
riot, in which several portions of 
the institution were set afire, not 
one prisoner escaped. The uprising 
was checked without a death, an 
official 
report 
stated, 
although 
tw enty of the Injured w ere serious­ 
ly hurt and two critically. 
Approximately half of the 450 
Dartm oor convicts took part in 
i he riot. For several hours the riot­ 
ers were in complete control of 
tho prison except for th e outer 
walls, where guards turned back 
those who attem pted to escape by 
levelling guns at them. One prison­ 
er. who led a group which tried to 
scale the walls, was shot to the 
ground and his followers retreated. 
Tho prisoners’ breakfast period 
broke up in confusion after they 
refused to eat their porridge. W ar­ 
dens turned them out into the yard 
for a brief exercise before church 
services. Here the trouble began. 
The 
convicts 
grabbed 
stones 
from rock piles and hurled them 
so effectively at guards that they 
were forced to flee. The riot act 
was read and disobeyed. W ardens 
replied with buckshot fire. Then 
the riot was on. 
W hile a battle raged in the yard 
one large group of convicts rushed 
for the governor’s office, setting 
fire to buildings as they ran. 
Governor S. N. Roberts, after be­ 
ing struck and injured, escaped 
with his life by fleeing to a prison 
block where inm ates w ere at peace 
and shutting himself off. 
Then the 
rioting convicts, yelling and wild, 
tried to enter the prison hospital 
to attack W arden Birch, who ;iad 
been severely slashed with a razor 
Friday. 
They failed to reach him.

FV>r several hours the riot­ 
ers were in complete control of 
the prison except .for the outer 
walls, where guards turned hack 
those who attempted to escape by 
levelling guns at them. One prison­ 
er. who led a group which tried to 
scale the walls, was shot to the 
ground and his followers retreated. 
Tho prisoners’ breakfast period 
broke up in confusion after they 
refused to eat their porridge. War­ 
dens turned them out into the yard 
for a brief exercise before church 
f-ervices. Here the trouble began.
